Six hundred citizens marched in 


the parade which started at Broad- 
way nnd 
Washington 
and 
passed 


through downtown streets last night, 
with hundreds of citizens lining the_ 
streets as it 
passed. 
Thc 
quota 


which would be required for Bis- 
marck in the event the city wai call- 
ed upon to furnish men for thc de- 
fense of the nation was filled. 


The "defense test," originated by 


General Pershing and others, was 
designed in conformity with the Na- 
tional Defense Act, under which a 
small 
standing army wa* provided 


but a reserve corps also provided so 
that units could be filled up quickly 
with citizen volunteers in the- event 
the nation was called upon to defend 


• itself. 


Draft Board There 


Thc draft board which served in 


the World War, composed of J. P. 
French, chairman, Justice L. K. Bird 
zell and R. D. Hoskins, was at Wash- 
ington and Broadway, to assign citi 
zens reporting to the various units 
commanded by reserve officers. The 
Elks, Juvenile and St. Mary's bands 
were in the line of march, together 
with Company "A" with Capt. H. A. 
Broeopp in command of the parade, 
reserve officers, nurses, disabled ve 
terans, Civil War Veteians., Daugh 
ters of American 
revolution, Wo- 


man's Relief Corps, American War 
Mothers and American Legion Auxi- 
liary meraMrs. 
"The demonstration 
was a great 


success," said Col. Quain today. "It 
ought not to be forgotten that this 
•whole movement was at no cost to 
the taxpayer, 
outside of a 
letter 


from the commanding officer to the 
reserve officers. It was n volunteer 
movement entirely. 
It also ought to 


be remembered that the system is 
for defense only, and for no other 
purpose than defense." 


The reserve officers, through the 


association, expressed 
appreciation 


of the manner in which the citizens 
generally volunteered for the demon 
stration and emphasized the loyalty 
of the community. They were espec- 
ially pleased to see in the parade 
men from several towns outside of 
Bismarck in Burleigh county,

Opposed to this, he 


xaid, is the opinion of a large num. 
her of men in the world that war i* 
a biological necessity—that it is ne- 
cessary to weed out the weak, that 
periodical wars make nations strong, 
that without wars greed and avarice 
and the less moral, weaker nations 
would conquer. As long as 
these 


two Ideals prevails, he said, as long 
as peace and justice is opposed by a 
war lust nnd nations subscribe to 
the feeling, it is necessary for a free 
people to defend its rights. 


It has been shown, he said, that a 


liberty loving natfon must face the 
danger of war, and it is the greatest 
danger. The United States, he said, 
is opposed to a war of aggrandize- 
ment; her people are peace loving, 
liberty loving, but 
must be ready 


to defend themselves in the event 
war threatens the nation. This, he 
taid, was the idea of -Defense Day' 
—that the citizens would be ready to 
rise to defense, and the loss of live* 
Billions of dollars and loss of op- 
portunity to strike hard, whfch was 
felt »t the opening of the World War

Highway Commission Chief 


Says It Is Road Tax 


"The gasoline tax proposed 
for 


North Dakota is not a "commodity 
tax," said W. G. Black, chief engi- 
neer of the state Highway Commis- 
sion in an interview today. "It is 
not a tax on the product, gasoline, 
but is a tax on the use of the high- 
ways as measured by the consump- 
tion of gasoline. It is for this rea- 
son that all users of gasoline for 
purposes other than the propulsion 
of motor vehicles over the highways 
are exempted from the payment of 
the tax, in the proposed law." 


Various plans 'have been made by 


the advocate of the plan, to mnko 
these exemptions on a fair ba«i'. 
Farmers, dry cleaners, painters and 
others using gasoline for stutione:y 
engines, or tractor power or for 
cleaning are taken care of.

bushel mark, they having been 1909,

millions; 


1018, 
with 106 millions; 1922, with 


127 millions and the present crop. 
Favorable weather* throughout most 
of the growing period of the crop 
and especially during the filling per. 
iod has given the state a wheat pro- 
duction almost double that of a year 
ago on an acreage 10 per cent small- 
er, the report points out, and has al- 
so been a factor for greatly increas- 
ing the oats and barley crops com- 
pared with last year, the oats crop 
now being- placed at 88,105,000 bus- 
heli,, being one of the three largest 
in the liistory of the state and the 
barley crop at 37,719,000 bushels, be- 
ing' second only to that of 1915. 


Other September forecasts of the 


report show: an increase in potato 
production compared with a month 
ago; about the same prospect fcr 
flax and a decrease in prospect lor 
corn.

“ Defense Day’’ was a 
success in 
Bismarck. 
This is the report which Col. E. P. 
Quain, chairman of the Reserve Of- 
fieers Association of the state, will 
make to the commanding officer of 
the Seventh Corps Area, at Omaha, 
Nebraska. 
Six hundred ■ citizens marched in 
the parade which started a t Broad­ 
way and 
W ashington 
and 
passed 
through downtown streets last night, 
with hundreds of citizens lining the^ 
streets as it 
passed. 
The 
quota* 
which would be required for 
Bis­ 
marck in the event the city was call­ 
ed upon to furnish men for the de­ 
fense of the nation was filled. 
The “defense test,” originated by 
General Pershing and others, was 
designed in conformity with the Na­ 
tional Defense Act, under which a 
small 
standing army was provided 
but a reserve corps also provided so 
th a t units could be filled up quickly 
with citizen volunteers in the event 
the nation was called upon to defend 
itself. 
Draft Board There 
The d raft board which served in 
the World W ar, composed of J. P. 
French, chairman. Justice L. E. Bird- 
zell and R. D. Hoskins, was a t W ash­ 
ington and Broadway, to assign citi­ 
zens reporting to the various units 
commanded by reserve officers. The 
Elks, Juvenile and St. Mary’s bands 
were in the line of march, together 
with Company “A” with Capt. H. A. 
Brocopp in command of the parade, 
reserve officers, nurses, disabled ve­ 
terans, Civil W ar Veterans, Daugh 
ters of American 
revolution. 
Wo­ 
m an’s Relief Corps, American W ar 
M others and American Legion Auxi­ 
liary members. 
"The dem onstration was a 
great 
success,” said Col. Quain today. “It 
ought not to be forgotten that this 
whole movement was at no cost to 
the taxpayer, 
outside of a 
letter 
from the commanding officer to the 
reserve officers. 
It was a volunteer 
movement entirely. It also ought to 
be remembered that the system is 
fo r defense only, and for no other 
purpose than defense.” 
The reserve officers, through the 
association, 
expressed 
appreciation 
of the m anner in which the citizens 
generally volunteered for the demon­ 
stration and emphasized the loyalty 
of the community. They were espec­ 
ially pleased to see in the parade 
men from several towns outside of 
Bismarck in Burleigh county.

Must Be Ready 
Mr. Young, in 
speaking to 
the 
large audience in 
the 
Auditorium, 
painted two word pictures for his 
auditors. First, ho said, there is the 
ideal of peace, of world brotherhood, 
of no more war, justice and equity 
everywhere. 
Opposed to this, 
he 
said, is the opinion of a large num­ 
ber of men in the world th a t war is 
a biological necessity—th at it is ne­ 
cessary to weed out the weak, that 
periodical w ars make nations strong, 
th a t w ithout wars greed and avarice 
and the less moral, weaker nations 
would conquer. 
As long as 
these 
two ideals prevails, he said, as long 
as peace and justice is opposed by a 
w ar lust and nations subscribe to 
the feeling, it is necessary for a free 
people to defend its rights. 
It has been shown, he said, th a t a 
liberty loving natfon must face the 
danger of war, and it is the greatest 
danger. 
The United States, he said, 
is opposed to a war of aggrandize­ 
ment; her people are peace loving, 
liberty loving, but 
m ust be 
ready 
to defend themselves in the event 
w ar threatens the nation. 
This, he 
said, was the idea of "Defense Day” 
—th a t the citizens would be ready to 
rise to defense, and the loss of lives, 
millions of dollars and loss of op­ 
portunity to strike hard, whfch was 
felt a t the opening of the World War

“The gasoline tax proposed 
for 
North Dakota is not a “commodity 
tax,” said W. G. Black, chief engi­ 
neer of the state Highway Commis­ 
sion in an interview today. 
“It is 
not a tax on the product, gasoline, 
but is a tax on the use of the high­ 
ways as measured by the consump­ 
tion of gasoline. 
It is for this rea-, 
son that all users of gasoline for 
purposes other than the propulsion 
of motor vehicles over the highways 
are exempted from the payment of 
the tax, in the proposed law.” 
Various plans "have been made by 
the advocate of, the plan, to make 
these exemptions on a fair basis. 
Farm ers, dry cleaners, painters and 
others using gasoline for stationery 
engines, or tracto r power or for 
cleaning are taken care of. 
“Indiana,” said Mr. Black, reports 
a fter a year of trial, that the gas 
tax fo r road construction is a suc­ 
cess and that th at state considers it' 
a ju st and equitable tax; Wisconsin 
farm ers, through their farm bureau, 
votes 5 to 1 in favor of the adop­ 
tion of the plan in spite of the fact 
that they are already paying a much 
higher automobile tax 
than is col­ 
lected in North Dakota; and press 
reports indicate th at Minnesota will 
be the next state to adopt the pain­ 
less gas tax for road construction by 
a vote of the residents of the state 
in November, when they will decide 
w hether the tax,, if the legislature 
levies it, will be used for road build­ 
ing or for the general fund.” 
“North Dakota must 
follow the 
lead of these progressive states if 
she wishes to m aintain the reputa­ 
tion of having well built and well 
maintained highways which ;he now 
has gained.”

Grafton, N. D., Sept. 13.—No epi­ 
demic of infantile paralysis exists 
here, and there is no occasion for 
alarm, local medical men and health 
officej-s declare in quieting rumors 
th at almost every house in town 
where there arc children had been 
invaded by the malad.v.

city are suffering froia infantile 
jiaralysis. 
The patients are two girls, aged 2 
and 3, and two boys, aged 2 and 5.

Grand Forks, Sept. 13.—A harvest 
condition of 92 per cent of a normal 
on September 1 indicated for N orth 
Dakota this year a spring wheat crop 
of 106,057,000 bushels, which is 14.4 
million bushels larger than the esti­ 
mate of a month ago and 47.4 million 
bushels larger than the 1923 crop 
of 58,660,000 bushels, according to 
the September crop report issued by 
J. G. Diamond, A gricultural Statisti­ 
cian here for the U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. 
Including the present crop there 
have been, according to the report, 
but six wheat crops in the history 
of the state to P “ * s the 100-million 
bushel mark, they having been 1909, 
with 117 millions; 1912, with 
144 
millions; 1915, with 162 
millions; 
1918, with 106 millions; 1922, w ith 
127 millions and the present crop. 
Favorable weather throughout most 
of the growing period of the crop 
and especially during the filling per. 
iod has given the state a wheat pro­ 
duction alm ost double that of a year 
ago on an acreage 10 per cent sm all­ 
er, the report points out, and has al­ 
so been a factor for greatly increas­ 
ing the oats and barley crops com­ 
pared with last year, the oats crop 
now being placed at 88,105,000 bus­ 
hels, being one of the three largest 
in the history of the state and tha 
barley crop at 37,719,000 bushels, be­ 
ing second only to that of 1915. 
O ther September forecasts of the 
report show: an increase in potato 
production compared with a month 
ago; about the .same prospect fc r 
flax and a decrease in prospect lo r 
corn. 
Details follow: 


Spring Wheat 
The September 1, or harvest condi­ 
tion of spring wheat for the state 
averages 92 per cent of a normal, 
forecasting a yield of 14.3 bushels 
per acre on the basis of 15.5 bushels 
equalling par or 100 percent of a nor­ 
mal yield. 
Production of the crop 
on this basis and the June estim ate 
of acreage of 7,436,000 acres is plac­ 
ed at 106,037,000 
bushels, 
marking 
the present crop as one of six in the 
history of the state to pass the 109- 
million bushels mark, the others be­ 
ing in order 1909, with 117 millions; 
1912, with 144 millions; 1916, with 
152 millions; 1918, with 106 million 
and 1922, with 
127 
millions. 
The 
present season has been more favor­ 
able to the crop than average, es­ 
pecially during the filling period and 
accounts for production in the Sep­ 
tem ber estim ate being 14.4 million 
bushels larger than the estim ate of 
a month ago. 
Separate forecasts for 
bread wheats and durum varieties 
will be made next month, the present 
estim ate of 
106,037,000 
bushels in­ 
cludes both varieties and compares 
with 58,660,000 bushels the 1923 crop 
and the 1917-21 average of 77,088,000. 
For the total spring wIim I crop in 
the United States, the September I 
condition forecasts a production of 
247,104,000 bushels, 
compared 
with 
the 1923 crop of 213,401,000 bushels 
and the 1917-21 average of 234,293,­ 
000 bushels. 


Oats and Barley 
Both outs and barley crops show 
higher forecasts from September 1 
conditien than those of a month ago, 
due largely to the favorable w eather 
that prevailed during the filling per­ 
iod of these grains.

tion of oats on September 1 was 93 
per cent of a normal forecasting a 
yield per acre of 32.1 bushels on the 
basis of 34.5 bushels equalling par 
or 100 per cent of a normal yield. 
For Barley harvest condition was 
90 per cent of a normal, forecasting 
a yield per acre of 24.8 bushels on 
the basis of 27.5 bushels equalling 
par or 100 per cent of a normal yield.

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NORTH DAKOTA’S DUTY 
Rhinelander Waldo, former police commissioner of New 
York, took to Washington a few days ago a plan to form a 
Coolidge Non-Partisan League, the object being, he ex­ 
plained, to rally forces of Americanism behind the candi­ 
dacy of Calvin Coolidge. 
He was acting on the slogan 
“Coolidge or chaos” and would make an appeal for votes for 
Coolidge to avoid a deadlock on the presidential nomination. 
W’ith political observers generally admitting that the 
candidacy of John W. Davis is making little headway, with 
advi.sers urging the Republicans to forget Mr. Davi.s and 
pay attention to Mr. LaFollette, the slogan “Coolidge or 
chaos” becomes more general in use. 
The complex situation which would result were the 
election thrown into the national legislature has aroused 
many voters to the danger to the country in such a condi­ 
tion. 
Every presidential campaign has an adverse effect 
upon busine.ss, simply in disturbing the even tenor of thought 
in the nation. 
The prolonged deadlock would emphasize 
this condition. 
The possibility of selection of a President 
unresponsible to the majority of the people and out of har­ 
mony with Congress is, of course, the chief danger in a 
deadlock. 
As the election nears, the Republican forces will doubt­ 
less emphasize the possibilities of the situation — and to 
many a voter the election will become “Coolidge or Chaos.” 
North Dakota has five electoral votes. 
Not many, but 
in the event of a close election the state’s five electoral votes 
might make a decision which would have an important bear­ 
ing on the destiny of the nation. 
It is folly to think that 
John W. Davis has any chance of carrying North Dakota. 
'There is a chance for President Coolidge to win. 
A large 
part of the people of the state cannot help but have faith 
in Coolidge. 
His sincerity is unquestioned. 
The readjust­ 
ment of the price situation with reference to agricultural 
products has proved the fallacy of the many nostrums ad­ 
vanced in opposition to the administration’s stand on 
agrarian questions. 
It has proved that natural law will 
work regardless of legislators. 
The North Dakota farmer 
and business man, burdened by local and state taxes, ought 
to appreciate the common sense stand of the President in 
the conduct of the public business. The state has registered 
...its opposition to the League of Nations and cannot but help 
approving the foreign policy of the President which has done 
so much to restore conditions in Europe. 'The people of the 
state can appreciate the President’s disarmament stand; 
they know that farm products must have the protection of 
a tariff barrier which can only be hoped for under a Repub­ 
lican administration; a large portion of the people will agree 
with the Republican program of more business in govern­ 
ment and less government in business. Calvin Coolidge can 
carry North Dakota. His program ought to be carried into 
every home in the state. 


BISMARCK’S “DEFENSE DAY” 
The Reserve Officers and citizens of Bismarck are to be 
congratulated for their demonstration on “Defense Day.” 
It was a splendid outpouring of patriotic citizenry.

At the end of the fiscal year, the 
state dairy commissioner of North 
Dakota reports that the production 
of butter fat, cream, milk and 
cheese has reached the imposing 
total of $15,000,000, for this year. 
Statistics on record in the com­ 
m issioner’s office show that there 
has been an increase of 1.000 per 
cent in dairy production in North 
Dakota in ten years. 
His records 
show that, on January 1, 192‘1, 
there 
were 1,177 cream buying 
stations in the state and on July 
1, 1924, there were 1,504—427 add­ 
ed during eighteen months of de­ 
pression. 
In addition there are in 
operation sixty-one creameries.

Wc all spent a very- in terest­ 
ing fifteen minutes while the engine 
took in fuel and water for the final 
run through the groat British East 
African 
game 
reserve 
to 
Kapiti 
Plains. 
When wc finally reached Macha- 
kos Road, ju st before Kapiti Plains 
depot, wc had climbed to an altitude 
of 5250 feet above the sea. 
For some time wc had been travel- 
I ing rapidly through such vast quan­ 
tities of almost every 
conceivable 
species of big game th at the mem­ 
bers of the Roosevelt party were be­ 
wildered. 
They had 
been 
told a 
g reat deal about the thousands upon 
thousands of wild game they would 
see; but the 
actuality 
was 
much 
g reater than the hearsay. 
We saw, amongst others, giraffe; 
wildebccslc in large herds or siiigl.vj 
hartebccstc, Tbomsonii and 
Grantii 
gazelle in countless thousands; zebra 
beyond 
all 
counting; 
wutcrbuck, 
duiker and recdbuck; 
ostrich, and 
even a lonely rhinoceros; and as to 
birds, there were many 
thousands 
and in numberless varieties. 
Monkeys sprung froip 
branch to 
branch', chattering angrily, as wc 
sped past trees flanking the railroad 
track. 
As a spectacle and an edu­ 
cation in zoological science it was 
unsurpassed— and not an experience 
to be easily forgotten. 
In no other 
part of the world 
can one 
shake 
hands, as it were, with nature and 
its wild denizens. 
I already knew th at Colonel Roose-1 
vcit 
was a 
keen 
naturalist, 
and 
thought a great deal about the pro­ 
tection of the fauna in America. Had 
not a num ber of very distinguished 
B ritish 
sportsmen 
presented 
him 
with a beautiful 
60U-450 
Holland 
rifle as a mark of th eir appreciation 
“ of his services on behalf of 
the 
preservation of species by means of 
national parks and forest reserves; 
and by other means” ? He had shown 
me this gun with pride on the voy­ 
age between Aden and Momklisa. 
We 
were 
now 
penetrating 
the 
greatest wild life sanctuary in the 
world, and its immensity 
inspired 
this opinion of Roosevelt: 
“There can be no possible grounds 
fo r doubting the great wisdom of 
the policy of game reserves and of 
wild game preservation generally. It 
is a sane policy for the E ast African 
government to have marked out this 
huge game reserve area. 
It 
cannot 
be denied th at it provides a wonder­ 
ful asset for this country; and for 
the world at large.” 
As he spoke, we could see thoi^ 
sands of game peacefully and fear­ 
lessly grazing within easy rifle-shot 
of the Machakos Road depot. 
As 
o u r train bad rushed 
across 
the 
Plains, the game scarcely bothered 
to lift th eir heads as they nibbled 
the g rass beside the track. 
I count­ 
ed no fewer than a hundred differ­ 
ent species w ithal a radius of less 
than eighty yards of us as wc stood 
talking. 
They all appeared to recog­ 
nize th at they were in th eir legiti­ 
mate sanctuary and had nothing to 
fear.' 
An h o u r’s fu rth e r run b rought us 
within sight of Kapiti Plains depot, 
and in the distance we could see the 
white ten t town th at was the first 
camp of the Roosevelt expedition in 
Africa. 
It fehlmmered whitely in the 
powerful rays of the noontime sun, 
and appeared 
to be of 
unusually 
large dimensions.

On the platform'.we found all the 
native porters awaiting the arrival 
of th eir new leader. They were some 
260 in all, and each one of them was 
dressed in a blue, jersey with red 
lettering on the chest, short khaki 
knickers displaying their bare black 
knees, blue puttees, and to 'crown 
th eir heads a red tarboo'h.

the Ainei'icnn flag—a gift— that was 
to be 
carried by

Near the cam|), less than a mile 
away, were birge

many 
varieties of game feeding contentedly 
and fearlessly.

most inerediblu good

first two weeks of their sojourn in 
this land of lions and sunshine. 
Not a h u n ter within my knowledge 
of over five years’ experience of the 
country ever had had the 
luck to 
kill seven lions in almost as many 
days after landing in Mombasa, to 
say nothing of many other varieties 
of big game. 
It constituted an easy 
record for the period of time occu­ 
pied in achieving it. 
E ast Africa, within the first month 
of th at hunting in 
that 
country, 
coined a new phrase. 
Thereafter, if 
any h u n te r enjoyed exceptional good 
fortune in shooting. E ast Africans 
spoke of his having hud “Roosevolt 
luck.” 
. 
The many trophies, including in 
particular the 
four 
fine 
buffalo 
heads, w ere,in the charge of Heller, 
who was working laboriously with 
his ‘native assistants in the 
skin­ 
ning tent. 
His Wakumbu assistants, 
who had been specially trained by 
him for this work, proved to be very 
apt pupils and were invaluable. 
There is an immense amount of 
work to be done in 
preparing the 
skins of large animals— such as ele­ 
phant, 
rhinoceros, 
hippopotamus, 
buffalo and giraffe—for shipment to 
a museum; this is even g reater when 
the animals are killed in a hot cli­ 
mate like that of Africa.

the expedition had 
secured

sixty to seventy skins.
